Dubbed Tenderloin Tattle. 


MAKES AN APPEAL TO COURT 


Defense Falls to Get Into Evidence 


the Wills of Harry Thaw and Wife. 
Attorney Abe Hummel and Jack 
Barrymore, the Actor, Mentioned In 
the Girl's Testimony. 


New York, Feb. 9.—When court ad- 


journed until Monday, Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw -was still on the stand. Picking 
Tap the threads of her life's story 
•where she dropped them the day be- 
fore, the girl wife of the defendant 
brought the narrative down to her 
wedding in Pittsburg, April 4, 1905, 
and their return to New York follow- 
ing a honeymoon trip in the west. 


Mrs. Thaw's testimony served to 


clear away some of the doubts and in- 
ferences which remained from incom- 
plete details. There were repetitions, 
too, at the suggestion of counsel, and 
incidents which had not been gone 
over in the first years of Mrs. Thaw's 
acquaintance with Stanford White 
were brought out in completion of the 
life story. 


District Attorney Jerome, who had 


throughout silently listened to the 
young wife's statements, sent a thrill 
of excitement through the courtroom 
by jumping to his feet and vigorously 
protesting against "this defamation of 
the dead." "Is there no limit," he ex- 
claimed, "to the aspersions that are 
to be cast upon this man? Your honor 
well knows I can not, under the law, 
controvert any statement this witness 
might make against the memory of

Stanford White." In tones 
bitterly 


sarcastic Mr. Jerome spoke of "this 
tattle of the tenderloin," and declared 
that the court had the right to limit 
such testimony "until competent evi- 
dence has been adduced to show that 
this man is, or was, of unsound mind. 
"We donft know whether cmfwy surd 
ant ever'Vas insane," he concluded. 
The question which called out this 
vehement protest was addressed to 
Mrs. Thaw by Mr. Delmas, and its pur- 
port was whether Harry Thaw had at 
any time told her about "other girls 
who had met a fate similar to yours at 
the hands of that man." 


Upheld by Court. 


Justice Fitzgerald held that the dis- 


trict attorney's suggestion was a good 
one, and he thought the 
defense 


should lay a broader foundation to 
show insanity before proceeding along 
the lines suggested by Mr. Delmas' 
question. "We will proceed to do this 
as soon as possible," announced Attor- 
ney Delmas. 


The defense endeavored to get into 


evidence the wills of Harry Thaw and 
Evelyn JCesbit Thaw, executed the 
night of their wedding in Pittsburg, 
There were so many interlineations, 
additions and erasures that Justice 
Fitzgerald held that the documents 
were not admissible until the changes 
were proved. Mr. Delmas said he 
would later endeavor to do this, as the 
wills and the interlineations and a 
codicil by Harry Thaw had to do with 
the proof tending to show the insan- 
ity of the defendant. It came out in 
the discussion of the wills tnat the 
name of Stanford White occurred in 
Thaw's testament. 


The session began with a continu- 


ance of the reading of the letters from 
1 arry Thaw to Mr Longfellow, writ- 
ten after EvelsTi Nesbit's revelations 
to her suitor in Paris. There were 
others, too, which Thaw had sent to 
the attorney to deliver to Miss Xesbit, 
who at the time would not see him. 


Mrs. Thaw followed these with a re- 


lation of her experiences with Stan- 
lord White and Abraham Hummel 
concerning the alleged affidavit which 
she made charging Harry Thaw with 
having taken her from her mother 
against her will, and with gross cru- 


elty. Mrs. Thaw told how she had 
been induced to answer some ques- 
tions about herself and Thaw at th» 
time, and had been told the storioc 
about his "cruelties to girls." Stan* 
ford White had told her, she declared, 
tnat it was. necessary to, take drastic 
measures to protect her from such a 
person, and that Harry Thaw must be 
Jtept out of New York. 
She denied 


that she had ever signed any papers 
in Hummel's office, but said she re- 
membered having signed some papers 
for Mr. White in his offices, the con- 
tents of which she did not know. 
When she became frightened about 
the papers and demanded to see them. 
she said that Mr. White took her to 
Hummel's office and there they burned 
* paper which had her name at tha 
bottom of it. She was not allowed to 
see what the paper contained before 
it was destroyed. 


This feature of Mrs. Thaw's story 


was made amusing at times by her 
interjections of the names of which 
Harry Thaw had applied to the lawyer 
and Mr. White's agitated questioning 
as to what she had told Hummel about 
him. She declared she had told the 
lawer nothing. " 'Well,' Mr. White 
said to me,' " she went on, " 'there is 
something wrong somewhere. He has 
just squeezed a thousand dollars out 
of me and the Lord only knows how 
soon he will squeeze another.' I then 
remembered having told Mr. Hummel, 
when he threatened things about Mr. 
Thaw, that he had better be careful 
for Mr. Thaw knew a lot of terrible 
things about Stanford White." 


Pursued by White. 


Mrs. Thaw declared -that Stanford 


White, during the year which followed 
her experience in the room of the mir- 
rored walls, repeatedly sought to have 
her visit him alone. "I told Harry, 
she said, "that Mr. White had begged 
me, had pleaded and cried and scold- 
ed and done everything he could to 
make me come to see him alone. I 
refused and he told me I was cruel, 
and that I was as cold as a fish, and 
not a human being. I told Mr. White 
I didn't care to trust him." 


After her return from^Europe and 


during the months she w^uld not see 
Harry Thaw "because of the dreadful 
things Mr. White and his friends told 
me about him," she declared Thaw ac- 
cused her of improper relations with 
the architect. "I told him that it was 
a lie and that I had not," she testi- 
fied, with an emphatic show of feeling. 


The defense had Mrs. Thaw tell of 


another incident which has been cited 
in hex. life — hex, .-acquaintance — with

"Jack" Barrymore, the actor. Mr. 
Barrymore was in the courtroom one 
day during the early part of the trial, 
at the instance of the district attor- 
ney, it was said. Mr. Delmas asked 
Mrs. Thaw to teli what she had told 
Mr. Thaw of her acquaintance with 
the actor. She said she had first met 
Barrymore at a party given by Stan- 
ford White, the year following her in- 
troduction to the architect. "I thought 
him very nice," she frankly said, "and 
one day at Mr. White's studio he said, 
'Evelyn, will you marry mes?' I said, 
'I don't know.' He asked me a second 
time; again I said, 'I don't know,' and 
everybody laughed. Mr. White told 
me I would be very foolish to marry 
Mr. Barrymore, and my mother said 
so, too, and we all quarreled, and the 
upshot of the whole thing was that 
Mr. White said I ought to be sent 
away to school, and I was. to New 
Jersey." 


After leading the witness to tell, in 


chronological order, of the incidents 
of her wedding with Thaw in Pitts- 
burg, Mr. De'mas asked if she had 
seen Stanford White after her return 
to New York from the honeymoon 
trip. "I passed Stanford White one 
day on Fifth avenue. I was in a cab 
and he sa'w me, and I heard him say, 
'Evelyn,' just like that," and Mrs. 
Thaw raised her voice as if to call 
some one. '1 went back to our hotel 
and told Harry, and he said, 'The dirty 
blackguard. He had no right to speak 
to you.' The next time I saw him I 
was driving to Dr.- Delevan's office to 
| have my throat treated. Stanford 


i White was also in a cab. He just 
stared at me this time and stroked 
his mustache. 
I turned into Thirty- 


third street, off Fifth avenue, and as 
I alighted at the doctor's door I saw 
Stanford White coming. I rang the 
bell and the maid came to the door, 
and then I got so nervous and flus- 
tered I told her I would come back 
i»,gain, and I ran down the steps, got 
into the cab and drove to the hotel, 
where I told Harry vihat had hap- 
pened. He got very excited and bit 
his nails." 


These were the only two instances, 


Mrs. Thaw said, that she told her hus- 
band that Stanford White "had ap- 
proached or attempted to speak to 
her."

Washington. Feb. 9.—Acting on the 


request of the1 state 
department 


that a couple of American naval ves- 
sels be kept in Central American wa- 
ters, the navy department has dis- 
patched the gunboat Marietta to Grey- 
town, In addition to the cruiser Chi- 
cago, which has been sent down the 
west coast to Acajutla, Honduras, so.,- 
tbat within a day or two there will be- 
an American warship on each side of 
the scene of the threatened trouble. 
It fs stated that the purpose of send- 
ing these ships to Central America .is 
similar to that which inspired the or- 
der to the Marblehead last year, name- 


| ly, to have a ship at the disposal of 


the American ministers if they should 
find it necessary to travel up and 
down the coast, as communication by 
regular channels is limited. Also, they 
will of course protect any American 
property that may be endangered. 
It 


was said at the state department 
that correspondence had been ex- 
changed between the department and 
the Mexican government. The Wash- 
ington government regards Itself as 
bound under the treaty of San Jose 
and the Marblehead pact to offer good- 
offices to prevent warfare between tha 
Central American republics, and aa 
Mexico is under similar obligations, 
the two are trving to arrange a pro- 
gram whereby Mexico will act for 
both countries. 


Consul William S. Alger at Teguci- 


galpa, Honduras, communicated with 
American Minister Combs in Guate- 
mala City (he being also accredited to 
Honduras), that the opinion at Tegu- 
cigalpa was that war between Hondu- 
ras and Nicaragua was almost inevlt- 
tible. The officials here, however, do 
.not take any such pessimistic view, 
and believe that the combined efforts 
of Mexico and America will, without 
offending the pride of Central Ameri- 
can republics, result in convincing 
them that their differences can be set- 
tled without recourse to arms.

- The question of what is to be done

The 
boy is blind, deaf, dumb and an im- 
becile. Both the blind and the deaf 
and dumb institution rejected him, 
after trial, and Dr. Rorick of the state 
imbecile asylum declared that he 
•would not admit him. Last year his 
case first came into special notice 
•when he was for a 'short time a pupil 
at the institute for the .blind, but the 
authorities there protested on the 
ground that he was more properly an 
imbecile and therefore ought to he 
cared for by another institution. An 
attendant then took him back to his 
home, but later he was placed in the 
deaf and dumb institute. Officials of 
that institution took the same view of 
the case as the officials of the blind 
institute, and rejected him after a 
short retention. Once more he was 
returned to his home in Logan county 
and nothing further was heard of him 
until steps were taken at Beilefontaine 
to have him cared for at the state in 
stitution for feeble-minded.

The president 
is said to "have reiterated to Southard 
his determination to make the appoint- 
ment when he shall have determined 
on the particular office to which it is 
to be made, and when the qualifica- 
tions of the men seeking nomination 
shall have been fully measured.

The proscription against hold- 
ng a military office it will be seen ap- 
plies only to judicial offices—not to 
other elective offices, so that the many 
other elective officers who are now 
folding commissions in the guard 
need not be alarmed.
